The local tug Portsmouth, 
which 


left here early for Portland with a 
barge in tow, passed 
the Portland 


ashore and full of water on the ledge, 


her crew on the deck house much the 
worse for exposure.

took off Captain McDnffee 
and 
his 


crew of six, and returned to'Ports- 
mouth, after which he resumed the 
trip of the Portsmouth to Portland.. 


At tile time the crew was taken off 


it seemed as if the unfortunate craft 
was hard and fast on the rocks and 
could not lie moved till lightened. The 
sea was running/ over her deck and 
breaking over tile upper works:'

was decided to wait tUJ: low water, be- 
tween three and fourQi'cloek this af- 
ternoon when

made to patch her bottom and pump 
out the hold, preparatory to lloating 
at high water. 


At eight o'clock* this morning, the 


tug suddenly floated, quickly 
drifted 


about one-fourth mile out to sea, and 
sank from sight thus annulling the 
plan for this afternoon.

I he Eastern Towhoat company ot that 
city. 
She was ninety-four tons, was 


built at South Portland in 1903 and 
her cost was ?30,000. 
She struck In 


exactly similar circumstances as the 
schooner Spartel, which went ashore 
on Stone's Rocks, Nov. 17, ]|)08. 


The tug M>. Mitchell Davis took Cap- 


tain McDulTec and some of Ills crew to 
the place this forenoon. The wreck 
was readily located in twelve to fif- 
teen fathoms of water and salvaging 
her is considered hopeless:
